of the Titusvllle'& Northern Railroad 
company from the vaults of the Carn«- 
gie Trust company as security upon a 
loan of $20,000 to Charles B. "Wellborn, 
a broker and real estate operator. 


It is alleged that without the con- 


sent of their real owner "the securi- 
ties were 
taken 
secretly from the 


vaults and rehypothecated in the open 
market. 


A peculiar twist ia given to the en- 


tire involved transaction by an official 
statement of the Carnegie Trust com- 
pany officials that their concern know* 
nothing ot Wellborn, but did make a 
loan to Charles A. Chapman & Co., ol 
25 Broad street, of $60.000 upon $SOO,- 
000 worth of the securities of the Tl- 
tusville & Northern, and now has th« 
bonds In Us safe ready for surrender 
upon the payment of the amount bor- 
rowed.

"In July, 1909, my client, Mr. Well- 


born, made a loan of $20.000, giving 
as security bonds to the face value of 
$400,000 of the Titusville & Northern 
Railroad company, in which he is In- 
terested prominently. The bonds were 
deposited as collateral with the Car- 
negie Trust company. 1 am prepared 
to prove that within four days after 
the bonds had been so deposited they 
were withdrawn from the vaults with- 
out the knowledge or consent of Mr. 
Wellborn and rehypothecated. 


"When Mr. Wellborn made a formal 


tender of the amount of the loan the 
bonds could not be produced. He has 
tried time and time again to secure 
possession of his property. Being un- 
able to do so, be finally laid the case 
before the district attorney, who now 
has the whole matter in charge." 


The mystery of the denth of Charles 


Coulter Dickinson, founder of the Car- 
negie Trust company, and at various 
times Its president, has not yet been 
fully cleared up. Mr. Dickinson died 
in St. Luke's hospital on May 24, after 
inhaling poisonous gases while wit- 
nessing a demonstration in the labor- 
atory of Professor W. F. Lange, a 
Scranton. Pa., chemist. 


The president of the Carnegie Trust 


company, J. B. Reichmann, made the 
following statement: 


"There has been no defalcation or 


robbery or anything of the kind at? 
tbe Carnegie Trust company. There 
are no bonds missing from the vaults 
of the Carnegie Trust company. Bonds 
amounting to $300,000 were deposited 
here as collateral for a. loan by Charles 
W. Chapman &. Co., brokers. These 
bonds are still in our vaults. We bold 
them as security for notes for $44,000. 
Just as soon as the $44.000 ie paid we 
shall give up the bonds, and we do not 
intend to give them up until the notes 
are paid. 


"The full amount of bonds deposited 


with us by Chapman was $300,000. We 
know nothing about any other $100,000 
worth, and we don't care.

How- 
ever, Mr. Roosevelt did not negative 
the inferences made.

senators and congressmen and assem- 
blymen and other public officials rep- 
resenting all phases of political opin- 
ion. He declines to be responsible for 
any statements excepting those which 
he himself makes. He has said nothing 
and intends to say nothing as to any 
contest for any nomination. If he has 
anything to say on such a subject it 
will be over his own signature. 


"All 
that Mr. Roosevelt said In this 


case was that he was pleased to find 
that, as he had expected from Mr. 
Poindexter's past record. Mr. Poindex- 
ter was in hearty sympathy with Mr. 
Roosevelt's views as to conservation 
and similar subjects. Mr. Roosevelt ex- 
pressed no opinion about the senator- 
ial contest and Mr. Roosevelt believes 
Mr. Poindexter is not responsible for 
the statements that have appeared.

SWORDS OF JAPAN 


Old Samurai Blades Are Looked 


Upon as Sacred. 


HANDLED WITH REVERENCE. 


A Ciiri^u* Formula of Etiquette Fol- 


low* When "the Steel 
Bible of 


Buihido" Is Drawn From Its Sheath 
by a Hand Which Grasps It In Peace. 


If one wera to a friend's house In 


Japan and should ask to examine one 
of tlM old samurai swords that rest hi 
tbe lacquered sword rack In a place 
of honor there a curious formula of 
etiquette would be followed by the 
boat. 
~" 


He would go to a closet and return 


with a little square of silk la his hand. 
Tbis be would wrap about the shark- 
skin handle of tbe sheathed sword be- 
fore touching bis bare band to the 
•heath. 
Then, with his right hand 


grasping tbe silk covered handle and 
the flngers of his left gingerly raising 
the lacquered bllt from the rack, the 
Japanese cost would lift the sword to 
tbe level of bis forehead and bow to it. 


All this In reverential spirit and with 


utmost gravity. The square of silk, 
preserved for no purpose but this and 
baring Its own name hi the Japanese 
vocabulary, is to prevent the 
dfeflle- 


ment of the handle by a hand which 
grasps It In i>eace. The bow Is meant 
for the spirit of the swordsmlth who 
forged this weapon. The reverence Is 
lor the sword itself, "soul of the 
mural." hi the Japanese poetical con- 
ception and aptly called by foreigners 
"the steel Bible of Bushido." 


Bat this Is ouly tbe beginning of the 


formality. 
When the Japanese host 


onsheaths the blade he does It with 
the edge toward his own body and the 
point directed nway from his guest. 
When the guest receives the sword hi 
his own hands he must be careful to 
keep the outer edge always away from 
the direction of his friend the boat. 
If be wishes to em mine both sides of 
the blade he must even turn his back 
so that never will the menace of the 
sharpened edge be directed toward his 
friend. 


After the examination Is completed 


the sword Is returned to Its scabbard, 
and the owner receives It with an- 
other bow and places it once more on 
Its rack. 


The etiquette of the sword Is no 


empty thing. 
With the high spirited 


Japanese, who have not forgotten the 
many centuries of chivalry and of 
hand fighting behind them, the deli- 
cately curved and curiously welded 
sword of the samurai bus a signifi- 
cance almost sacred. There is a phi- 
losophy of the swoiu no less stern 
than the use of the weapon. 


In the old dajs when the Japanese 


fighters wore the war masks and the j 
steel armor been nowadays m the 
i 


curiosity shops the boy was taught 
that as the shining blade must be kept 
tree from spot and corruption, HO must I 
his soul be ever clean. Neglect of the 
i 


blade brings rust; neglect of tbe soul ' 
an impure character. 


Then the sharp edge was held not 


only as a constant guardian of per- 
sonal safety and honor, but as a sacred 
disciplinarian to punish whenever Its 
possessor stepped from the narrow 
path of the Yainato spirit of chivalry. 
Afmlit. the sword was emblematical 
of true gentility, which is never over- '< 
bearing or vulgar In deportment, but 
sternly- self repressive. 


No man knows when first the forge 


for fighting weapons was xet up in the 
i 


6awit of Japanese history nor who 
was tbe man who first replaced the ' 
rode bronze bladeu of a primitive folk 
by tbe tempered steel of the Y a ma to , 
blade. There Is In the imperial collec- i 


that weapon, \vuirb wax suaiglH aud 
not curved as all other swords of Nip- 
pon are. down to the fall of the Toku- 
gawa shoguuate in the middle of tha 
last century there is an unbroken his- 
tory of the art of the swordsmith. 
Twelre centuries of recorded art in 
swordmaking and the names of orer 
10,000 makes constitute the history of 
tbe sword in Japan. 


The Japanese blade, placed almost 


on a pur with the Damascus product 
In art and utility, differs from the 
Arabian weapon In one material detail 
of manufacture. 
Instead of having a 


uniform high temper, which gives tb» 
remarkable flexibility possessed by the 
Damascus blade, the Japanese sword 
has two tempers, a bard and a mild 
steel. 


The edge of the blade Is bard with 


the finest temper, the body and back 
of a milder temper, sufficient to give 
some elasticity. 
A Japanese sword 


cannot be bent half double with the 
pressure of a hand: It Is nearly rigid. 


Though sword manufacture has ceas 


ed to be in Japan today outside of the 
government arsenals, which turn out 
only the accepted military blndp of the 
modern army, the country Is filled with 
prized relics of tbe past art. and these 
are relics which the Japanese will noi 
sell. 
A possessor of one of rhe oil 


swords, keen and blue white Iu luster 
as tbe day It was forged, would sel 
his bouse, even himself maybe, before 
be would part with his iron "Bible of 
Bushido for money.—lapan Magazine

FARMS EAST AND WEST. 


Comparative Go«t of Land* In th» Two 


Section* DiscuMod. 


In a letter to the New York Times a 


correspondent wrote recently: 


"If tbe Times really wants to know 


why 
it Is 
that 
western 
land—In 


Iowa or Illinois—sells for $100 to $200 
an acre while plenty of farms can be 
bought In New York for $10 to $20 an 
acre, let It pay attention. The secret 
is about to be released. And let me 
«ay at the outset that with consider- 
able familiarity with both west and 
east I'd much prefer to buy eastern to 
western lands. 


"One point In favor of the western 


farm is that, whereas a western farm, 
properly 
handled, will raise crops 


which pay a good interest on tbe in- 
vestment without fertilizer, a great 
many acres of land In the $10 and $20 
belt are merely something to put pro- 
ductive soil on top of. The French 
method of carrying the land away 
when one moves wouldn't go bad In 
connection with several cheap New 
York farms. 


"Another thing—one can take aa 


eighty acre farm in the middle west 
and plow every foot of it, while there 
are very few cheap farms in this sec- 
tion which can be cut up hi to fields 
large enough to pay for using large 
machinery. The result is that the east- 
ern farmer, if he Is to make use of the 
cheap lands, must 'putter.' 
Now, the 


right sort of puttering Is profitable— 
fruit, berry and truck raising will 
make moderately large fortunes for 
diligent and capable men—but most 
men don't like that sort of business. 
The middle westerner Is a whole lot 
happier with a four horse gang plow 
and a harrow that wouldn't go be- 
tween stumps in tbe east than he 
would be on a $10 an acre New York 
farm. And he doesn't strike as many 
Stones in the course of a season as the 
New York farmer will in a day. Tbe 
American farmer hasn't lost his sense 
of the "bigness" of the country yet. 
and until be does lose it he will prefer 
to work the large farm rather than the 
small one, even if he gets no more for 
his labor. 


"Furthermore—and this is not to be 


ignored—around that bigh priced land 
in the west will be found a more intel- 
ligent, better educated body of men, 
taking them 'by and large,' than in a 
given number of eastern farmers, be- 
cause the factories and tbe other city 
joys seem to lure a much larger propor- 
tion of the ambitious youth of the east. 
The city is so close to the farm that 
the transition Is but a step. Of course 
there are many of the most Intelligent 
farmers of the country here, but tbe 
farmer with a desire for intellectual 
associations—and some have it—will 
find less of tbis opportunity hi the $10 
and $20 localities than in the west. 
Intelligent farmers, like men in other 
professions, like Intelligent companion- 
ship. 


"1 am firmly convinced that the best 


opportunities for agriculture He within 
a few hundred miles of New York city, 
and my impression is that the best 
way to get tbe right sort of farmers 
to go to ibis land and stay there Is to 
get a number of tbis kind of men in 
tereMed in one locality, thus insuring 
Immunity from death by Intellectual 
starvation. 
It used to be imagined 


that a farmer couldn't starve in that 
way, but we know better now."
